In response to the Office Action dated June 24, 2002, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

S tatus of the Claims. 

Claims 56-80are pending in the application. 
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Election/Restriction. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner restricted the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 121, 
requiring Applicants to elect one of the following claim groups for prosecution in the present 
application: 

I. Claims 56-59 and 64-80, "drawn to a method of screening for an agent that 
modulates anxiety wherein the agent binding to the PKC-epsilon and wherein the method is carried 
out in vitro or in vivo;" and 
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II. Claims 60-63, "drawn to a method of screening for an agent that modulates 
anxiety where the agent binds PKC-epsilon binding partner." 

Office Action, page 2. Applicants hereby elect Claim Group I for prosecution in the present 
application. Accordingly, examination of claims 56-59 and 64-80 on the merits is respectfully 
requested.
